With snow falling and bil 
ter winds blowing, the armies of th 
republic are wresting one position ai 
ter another from the German gras 
in this mountain range. Versines d 
Sainte Marie is the latest fruit cf vic 
tory. A late despatch says that sey 
eral paises where the Germans ha 
mounted heavy batteries were take 
yesterday. It is claimed that th 
French not only captured the guns c 
the invaders, bui have brought up 
number of 75 millimetre pieces an 
succeeded in shelling the Germans a 
they feil back. 

It is authoritatively stated that th 
Kaiser's forces were decisively bea’ 
en in a series of violent assaults o 
the Franco-British front from Di 
mude to the River Lys. The Ge! 
mans delivered tramendous attach 
on the allied trenches and after lo: 
ing thousands as the result of esp 
cially eccurate French artillery fir 
the French and British turned the 
back with the bayonet. 

Despite al' hammering the Ge! 
mans continue to hold positions o 
the allied side of the Yser and a1 
stubbornly contesting every effort 1 
disloige them. But the cutting <« 
the dykes by the Belgians has effec 
ually stopped any effort of the enem 
to advance further. All of the field 
in the country bounded by Nieupo! 
and Dixmude are under several fe 
of water and Belgian troops, suppor 
ed by their own very effective arti 
lery and numerous batteries from th 
French and British armies, are poste 
along the railroad and electric roa 
embankments, on tho highways an 
every high spot of ground. To a 
the Germans must come u 
narrow routes a few feet wide. Suc 
a target as their masses would off« 
in operations of this character coul 
“mean uot) ‘ng less than utter annih 
lation for the foe. 

West of Nieuport to the coast, th 
country is froe of G2rmans and thea 
lied fleet contirues to frustrate ever 
effort of the Kaiser’s men to pier¢ 
this country.

JOHN STOWE’S REWARD. 


The Beggar Historian Got Royal Per- 
mission to Solicit Alms. 

James I. on March 8, 1603, granted 

letters patent under the great seal to 





John Stowe, London’s great historian, | 


authorizing bim to beg. The letters 
patent of James 1. authorized Stowe to 
collect the voluntary contributions of 
the people. The letter recites that: 

“Whereas, Our loving subject, John 
Stowe, a very aged and worthy mem- 
ber of our city of London, this five and 
forty years bath to bis great charge 
and with neglect of his ordinary means 
of maintenance, for the general good as 
well of posterity as of the present age, 
compiled and published diverse neces- 
sary books and chronicles, and there- 
fore we, in recompense of his Jabors 
and for the encouragement to the like, 
have in our royal inclination been 
pleased to grant letters patent under 
of England; dated 
March 8, 1603, thereby authorizing him 
to collect among our loving subjects 
their voluntary contributions and kind 
gratulties.” 

John Stowe died on April 5, 1605, and 
was buried in the parish Church of St. 
Andrew Undersha*t, where his monu- 
ment, erected by his widow, is still to 
be seen.—London Stray Stories.

| ‘To Be a King In Southeastern Europe 
Is Hazardous. 


A king or an heir to a throne in the 
| Balkan states holds the most hazard- 
ous position amgng royalties. The 
murder of Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand and the Duchess of Hohenberg 
added two more names to the list of 
royal murders. 

Compared with other sections of 
the world, the 200,000 square miles 
of Balkan territory present the cli- 
max of murder and political intrigue, 
and the rulers therefore are forced to 
| live in utter loneliness and seclusion. 

In the few months that have elaps- 
; ed since his accession to the throne 
of Albania Prince William has been 
' in constant terror of his life. Aus- 
‘trian and Italian warships linger 
| within range of his castle at Durazzo, 
| while 500 of their sailors are in con- 
. attendance on the prince. 
| 
| 





Twice he has been forced to take 
refuge on men-of-war while Mussul- 
| man insurgents stormed the Albanian 
capital. Every possible precaution has 
| been taken to guard him, but his life 
| is constantly in danger. 
| The assassination of King Alexan- 
der and Queen Draga of Servia at 
Belgrade in June, 1903, was one of 
the most tragic in history. With them 
‘were slain two of the ministry, the 

queen’s two brothers and two mem- 
bers of the royal guard, who attempt- 
_ed to protect them. 
There had been no previous hint of 
'a plot er uprising. The city of Bel- 
grade bad been draped with flags in 
commemmoration of the anniversary 
of the assassination of Prince Mi- 
;chael, who was slain June 11, 1868, 
| in the park at Topschider, and a re- 
‘quiem mass was being said in his 
honor. 

March 18, 1913, King George I. of 
Greece was assassinated while walk- 
inz on the streets of Saloniki. A pre- 
vious attempt on his life had been 
unsuccessful. 

Other regicides and political mur- 
ders in this little territory include the 
following:

CONTAGIOUS ABORTION. 


Methylene Blue Treatment Not Gen- 
erally Approved. 

The veterinary profession through- 
out the country is much stirred up 
over a preliminary bulletin of the Ver- 
mont station pointing out the high val- 
ue of methylene blue as a preventive 
of contagious abortion, says the Amer- 
ican Agriculturist. Only occasionally 
does one agree with Dr. Rich of Ver- 
mont that it is the best agent to use 
against the disease. Several of the 
profession are decidedly against it, de- 
claring it not as good as carbolic acid 
solution, The majority are noncom- 
mittal, but cannot resist stating the 
Vermont station acted unwisely print- 
Ing anything before all the facts were 
known. 

The much discussed bulletin reported 
upon ninety-two cows in different 
berds which had previously aborted. 
Half of these were given the so called 
continuous treatment of methylene 
blue and the balance the interrupted 
treatment. The former method con- 
tinued for five weeks, and the latter 
were weekly treatments with intervals 
of thirty to forty-five days in which no 
blue was administered. In the inter- 
rupted treafment a cheaper grade of 
blue was used, and the college reports 
this was a mistake as the medicinal 
grade is none too good. When tbe bul- 
letin was published only fifty-seven of 
the ninety-two cows were reported 
upon, and of these fifty-six calved at 
full time and the other aborted. Of 
the thirty-five not mentioned In the 
bulletin thirty-one calved at full time, 
three aborted and one proved not to be 
with calf. 











Scours In Horses. 

Give the horse a pint of raw IMnseed 
oil once a day for three consecutive 
Jays. Follow this with a tablespoon- 
tul twice daily of following tonic pow- 
Jer: Salt, one pound; fron sulphate, 
two ounces, powdered nux vomica, 
two ounces; powdered gentian, two 
dunces; powdered ginger, two ounces. 
Stop feeding corn fodder if it is the 
feast bit moldy or musty. Limit the 
hay to one pound per hundred pounds 
ive weight daily. Two pounds of 
bran and one pound of linseed meal 
fed along with corn is a good ration.—
